JEFFERSON CITY, March 1—’ 
Comprehensive revision of Mis- 
souris unemployment compensa- | 
tion law under which jobless | 
benefits would be increased, while | 
‘payroll taxes paid by employers | 
would be materially reduced, is 


proposed in a bill reported fa-! 
\vorably yesterday by a Senate 
| committee. 


The measure, backed by Gov. 
‘Forrest Smith and the State Di-# 
‘vision of Employment Security, | 
was approved after representa- | 
tives of labor and -employer 
'groups compromised their dif- 
ferences over the legislation. 


Under the proposal, maximum 
payments to unemployed workers 
would be increased from $20 to 
$25 a week, and the benefit period 
i would be extended from 20 to 24 
weeks. This would increase the 
maximum benefits from $400 to 
$600 in any one year. 
' Charles A. Ricker. director of 
ithe division, estimated the new 
/maximum would increase Missouri 
‘unemployment benefits about $1,- | 
| 200,000 a year. , Total payments 
/now are about $12,000,000 a year. 

He pointed out that maximum 
benefits are paid only if the em- 
ploye has worked long enough to 
build up the necessary’ wage 
credits. 

40 Per Cent Cut in Rates. 

Employer payments to finance 
the benefits would be cut imme- 
diately an average of 40 per cent 
under the proposed rates. Ricker 
estimated the savings to Misssouri 
employers during the next 10 
years would total $138,000,000, | 
prdvided the economic level re- | 
mains fairly stable. 

The coupling of increased — 
fits with a reduction in employer | 
payments is possible because the 
reserve fund, has grown to $198.- | 
000,000, Ricker said. He said’ 
|there is no reason to have a re- 
serve of more than $150,000,000 
or the equivalent of 7'2 per cent 
‘of Missouri’s aggregate annual 
payroll of two billion dollars. 

If the reserve fund should drop 
below 7! per cent of the pre- 
ceding year’s taxable wages, the 
‘bill provides for an increase in 
‘the payroll tax rates. The _ in- 
creased rates however, would still | 
be about 11 per cent below me 
present levies. 

A provision in the bill under | 
which a recipient could draw job-| 
less benefits for two periods with- | 
out intervening work was deleted | 
at the suggestion of the Associ- 
ated Industries of Missouri, repre- 
senting employers. Under an 
amendment, a person who re-| 
ceives benefits in one year cannot | 
draw payments the second year 
unless he has returned to work | 
and earned at least five times) 
his weekly benefit amount. | 

Safeguards Left In. | 

The 1947 amendments to the‘! 
law, designed to bar benefits to 
“chiselers” and persons who vol- 
untarily quit their jobs, were not 
disturbed in the new bill, with 
one exception. A change was) 
made in regard to workers fired | 
for misconduct. | 

Under the present law, a per- 
son discharged for misconduct is | 
not eligible for benefits, and can- | 
not be reinstated unless he finds 
other employment and earns 10 
‘times his weekly benefit credit. 

The pending bill proposes to 
restore the old provision under 
‘which persons fired for miscon- 
‘duct can be penalized by the: 
‘division through denial of bene- | 
fits up to eight weeks. In cases | 
of “aggravated misconduct” - the. 
division could deny all benefits. | 

The bill also provides that $25,- | 
000,000 in unassigned surplus, | 
representing interest earned on | 
unemployment compensation re-| 
serve funds, be credited pro rata’ 
to the individual employer re-| 
serve accounts. |

An Amazing Tactic 

The walkout of the labor leaders from their 
posts on the mobilization front is a shock- 
ing development in the controversy over labor's 
role in defense. 

For leaders of the organized workers of the 
country to declare that the national security 
effort is dominated by “big business” and then 
to order a labor boycott of every defense agency 
is to carry bargaining tactics to very dangerous 
lengths. 

It is as if the Marines, still smarting under 
President Truman's slighting remark about their 
heroic service, decided that the war in Korea 
was an “Army” war or a “Navy” war or an “Air 
Force” war—or a war run by all three without 
sufficient recognition for the Marines. 

It is as if the Marines, having so decided, 
through their highest ranking officer in Korea 
and his staff, should withdraw from their posi- 
tions and decline to take further part in oper- 
ations until they were convinced that it was a 
“Marine” war, too. 

Such news from Korea about the Marines 
would astound the American people. It would 
be denounced by everyone. Among those who 
would be shocked at conduct so hurtful to the 
military effort on the field of battle would 
doubtless be some of the men who have now 
walked out from their posts on the home front. 

Labor has a crucial part in the defense of our 
life and institutions against world-wide Commu- 
nist aggression.

Higher Gas Rates in St. Louis? 

The request for a 27 per cent hike in natural 
gas rates charged to Laclede Gas Co. and other 
utilities is no private fight, and we can think 
of several interests that ought to get in it. The 
State of Missouri, for one, and the City of St. 
Louis, for another, should appeal to the Fed- 
eral Power Commission for a public hearing 
at which all angles of the matter would be 
thoroughly explored. 

Mississippi River Fuel Corp., which owns the 
pipeline supplying the St. Louis area, serves 
industrial customers at unregulated prices and 
utility consumers at rates fixed by FPC. It 
claims to be losing money on the utility busi- 
ness and making money on the industrial busi- 
ness. For a fair assessment of this claim, the 
FPC must find out whether the indsstrial users 
are being charged the proper rates, and whether 
the proper share of investment and operating 
costs is being allocated to each type of business. 

It is possible that even if the wholesale gas* 
rate were increased Laclede might not pass the 
hike on to its residential customers. But that 
should not be assumed. If Laclede can absorb 
a 27 per cent increase in gas costs, then its 
retail rates may now be too high. If its retail 
rates are right, then the likeliest result of a 
27 ‘per cent increase at the pipeline might be an 
ultimate rise in the cost of a vital fuel in St. 
Louis. 
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The Reservists’ Plight 

The plea of the members of the armed forces 
reserves should be heard on Capitol Hill as 
the Senate debates the merits of universal mili- 
tary training and service. For one of the most 
compelling reasons for enacting such a pro- 
gram is the injustice to reservists caused by 
the nation’s failure to initiate universal military 
training before now. 

The members of the reserve forces who have 


_been recalled to duty in the emergency are be- 


ginning to wonder, justifiably, when they might 
be released, as a letter from Pfc. Johannings- 
meier in today's letter column points out. 

The plain fact is that there is little prospect 
they can be released in the immediate future. 
Nor can volunteers whose terms of enlistment 
have expired be released. America simply does 
not have replacements available, and it will 
be at least many months before a sufficient 
number can be trained. 

This inequity, this sorry national weakness, 
could have been avoided if America had taken 
steps to make sure that all its young men had 
received training to prepare them for service 
in the event of need. 

But because the United States did not do so, 
the veterans who had to be recalled to active 
duty must continue to serve indefinitely. Con- 
gress could repay a portion of the debt the 
nation owes the reservists by making sure this 
does not happen again. 


Price (Ha, Ha, Ha) Control 

We always did like a jolly man, and a man 
who can be jolly these days has much to com- 
mend him. All the same, the jolliness of 
Michael V. DiSalle, the price control man, is 
disconcerting. He laughs at the oddest things. 
When asked whether the new margin-freeze 
method of price control for clothing and furni- 
ture dealers would increase or decrease more 
prices, he burst into a hearty guffaw and said, 
“We have a pool on this in the office.” 

Without being in on the pool, most consum- 
ers will have as sharp an interest as anyhody 
in how it comes out. And they will not double 
over in merriment if it turns out after all that 
margin control is just another way of evading 
price control. : 

OPS officials assert that margin control, whi 
was adopted by OPA during the last year of 
wartime stabilization, is a tighter and more en- 
forceable method than dollars-and-cents ceilings. 
The consumer will have large doubts about that. 
He cannot know the retailer's margin and there- 
fore cannot know whether the retailer is observ- 
ing his ceiling price; thus enforcement must

depend entirely upon spot checks and crack- 
downs by OPS officials. 

Is that kind of enforcement likely to be suc- 
cessful? How can OPS keep tabs on every mar- 
gin of every retailer in the country? And is 
it fair to freeze margins at the high levels that 
have prevailed since Korea? 

These doubts are bound to assail the public 
and few consumers will regard them as a joke.

In confirming the attempt or gamblers to 
invade Missouri and their more successful ef- 
forts in Illinois, the interim re of the Ke- 
fauver Committee bears heavily on a local 
threesome:

Gov. Smith had help from the gambling 
racketeers in his campaign, the committee in- 
sists despite the Governor's loquacious expres- 
sion of innocence at a hearing. That settles that. 
The only remaining question is what the gam- 
blers expected for their money, and the only 
logical supposition is that they expected a 
guaranteed privilege to gamble, which they 
did not get. 

Morris Shenker, says the committee, was on 
the gamblers’ slate for the St. Louis Police 
Board. Picking an attorney known for the de- 
fense of notorious hoodlums to help direct the 
police would be a new wrinkle, and a shocking 
one, but Shenker was not picked. 

Police Commissioner English, the committee 
states, has ruled police in the wide open days 
of East St. Louis, and has acquired valuable 
real estate and business interests on a salary 
no higher than $6000 a year. The committee 
says there may be a relation between the lack 
of law enforcement and his prosperity and yes, 
there may be. 

Under the three names, the Senate crime in- 
vestigators show what has happened to politics 
and crime in this area. The gamblers’ putsch 
failed in Missouri when the public and press 
got wind of it in time, and the hoodlums were 
unable to buy their way to power. In Illinois, 
gambling and its trail of other crimes proceeded 
under the noses of authorities who sometimes 
prospered in their blindness. 

Today the public can plan accordingly. Gov. 
Smith was put under close public surveillance 
when it first appeared that the gamblers might 
take over. Morris Shenker's crowd is still at 
work within the Democratic party and can and 
will be watched. As for John English, the voters 
of East St. Louis can toss him out of office 
in their April 3 city election. 
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At Night, Dear Heart 

Reading of Harry Armstrong’s death, we 
wondered what it would be like to have com- 
posed a song which every one of your fellow- 
countrymen must have sung, not once but many 
times. And many other people, too, in many 
other parts of the world. 

Why did so many people sing “Sweet Ade- 
line,” and why do they keep on singing it, 
though that adorable lady is now 55 years old? 
For one thing, we guess, because almost any- 
one can remember its simple tune, and for an- 
other because the same number can remember 
its simple words (only two, “Adeline” and 
“flower,” are of'more than one syllable). 

Almost anyone can sing it, too, for its range 
is narrow, and harmonizing on it is easy, yet it 
has its dramatic moments as it goes along and 
it works up to a satisfactory climax at the 
end, so that the singer feels he has accom- 
plished something and gone somewhere. 

We applied a couple of Oscar Hammerstein's 
criteria for a good singable song to “Sweet 
Adeline” and it conforms to them by using 
words that keep the singer’s mouth pretty far 


_ open and the lines end on words and notes 


that can. be sustained, which adds to the enjoy- 
ment of singing. 

Our private opinion, though, is that what 
finally clinches the popularity of “Sweet Ade- 
line” is its lugubriosity. The burden of this 
song is sad. Not too sad. Just sad enough. 
Bittersweet, you might say, with the accent on 
the last syllable. If we read the singer's heart 
aright, he is content for the moment that Ade- 
line is far enough away to be pined for in- 
stead of close enough to get fed up with. A 
leave-me-alone-awhile-to-think-of-you sort of a 
mood. 

It should have been a grateful thing to Mr. 
‘Armstrong to know that in addition to bringing 
in about $3000 a year in royalties still, “Sweet 
Adeline” had brought together a lot of fellows 
who had nothing much in common. except a 
recollection of its words and music and a little 
drink about an hour ago. That last, at anv 
rate, is why “Sweet Adeline” is the flower of 
our heart. 
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How to Conduct an Inquiry 

The deeper the Monroney subcommittee goes 
into the Maryland senatorial campaign the 
uglier it all gets. Clearly it was a concentration 
of outside interests, through campaign contri- 
butions and other means, which turned a Marv- 
land contest into one in which persons from 
over the country, including notably Chicago, 
participated. 

One witness has gone so far as to ‘testify 
that he was subjected to heavy pressure, in- 
cluding a threatening ride, in' an attempt to 
force him to yield a letter signed by John 
Marshall Butler, the successful candidate. In 
the letter Butler agreed to pay for printing 
and distributing work in the campaign. This 
work included the notorious Browder-Tydings 
fake picture. 

It is easy to imagine what these sessions 
would be like if Senator McCarthy of Wiscon- 
sin were in charge and comparable testimony 
were given in support of some of McCarthy's 
wild charges.

Tale of the Irish Provinces 


THE FIRE IN THE DUST, by Francis MacManus. (Her 
court, Brace, 254 pqs., $3.) 

When the Golden family came to live in 
the small Irish town, they managed to 
infuse a little fire into the dust of that 
town. It took that family to sweep away 
some of the prudery and snobbery and 
suspicion that had so long been a part of 
the people's lives. With a sensitivity that 
is almost Jovcean, the author tells his 
story of the Goldens, the town's inhabi- 
tants, and their concern with each other. 
And more directiy he reveals the young 
manhood of his protagonist and narrator; 
the growing up of young Larry Hackett. 

The author has written an incredibly sad 
story. It isn't sad for any lack of charity 
on the author’s part, or because the fam- 
ily’s misfortune is unavoidable, but rather 
because Mr. MacManus writes with great 
clarity and honesty. He is well acquainted 
with the provincial Irish, and the poverty, 
prudery and obtuseness from which there 
seems to be no release. They are caught 

in a web bounded 
by a school system 
whose discipline 
borders on the sa- 
distic and.-. whose 
methods never 
change: and the 
mores of the town 
which are part re- 
ligious fanaticism 
and part supersti- 
tion. Fully cognizant 
of these pressures, 
no intelligent author 
can offer much hope 
for any personality 
caught in them. The 

Francis MacManus = scene of such action 
must be brooding and dark brown, and 
any levity which might arise is uncom- 
fortable and self-conscious. The story of 
young manhood, and young womanhood 
too, caught up in this background, can 
hardly be anything but painful. 

“Fire in the Dust” is a skillful and 
crafty job for a first novel. From the 
opening chapter, the author creates a per- 
vasive atmosphere. As in the case with 
many first novels, the author has woven 
in much personal biography. It is to be 
noted also that he was born in Kilkenny, 
Ireland. 

The author's characterization is very 
good. His knowledge of small town cler- 
ics, and they are a part and parcel of any 
novel about Ireland, is first hand. He 
treats them with a fine and firm under- 
standing. But his best job is done on Miss 
Dreelin. She is a perfect summation of 
all the frantic prudery of provincial folk. 
Where goodness should have come from a 
background such as hers, the author shows 
by what simple twist evil mindedness and 
repression can develop in a person.

CLEVELAND, March 1 (AP)— 
The American Cancer Society re- 
ported yesterday that for the 


first time since statistics on death | 


_ Causes were started more men are 
dying from cancer in the United 
States than women, 

Dr, Charles S. Cameron of New 
York, A.C.S. medical and scien- 
tific director, said in a statement 
that the disease killed 102,671 
men in 1949, compared with 101,- 
980 women. The 1949 fgures are 
the most recent available. 

In 1900, there were only about 
60 male deaths for every 100 
women dying of cancer. By 1920 
this had risen to approximately 
75 men and by 1940 to 91 men 
for every 100 women.

ROM Gen. Douglas MacArthur in Tokyo the Pentagon has

Next 
door to Hokkaido is the island of 
Sakhalin, all of which 
stored to Russia under the Yalta 
agreement, half of it having been 
taken by Japan after her victory 
in the Russo-Japanese War in 
1904.

Stresses Economic Aid. 


But in his recommendations he 
will put greatest emphasis both 
for Japan and for other critical 
Pacific areas on the need to re- 
build the economic structure in 
order to bring peace and stability. 
That is why he will take a strong 
stand for the necessity of per-. 
mitting the Japs to establish their 
shipping industry again even 
though, as has already been indt- 
cated, this proposal will meet the 
opposition of the British and per- 
haps other Commonwealth coun- 
tries. They are fearful that their 
|dollar-earning ships will meet 
cut-throat competition. 


The internal menace of Com- 
/munism is especially serious in 
the Philippines. There a Gov- 
ernment thét is weak and dis- 
organized ahd too often corrupt 
has been unable to put down the 
rebellion of the Huks, who have 
aid and some leadership from 
Communists.

He landed a job with a tailor making coats, his 
specialty. Then in the late ’90s he opened a shop 
making coats for other tailors. Another World's 
Fair proved to be a turning point in Goldstein's 
career. The St. Louis World's Fair brought impre- 
sarios from all over the world. It was one of the 
Hagenbacks of circus. fame who decided that Gold- 
stein could make as good a suit as any tailor in 
Europe. He spread the word among the others, 
all of whom were surprised and gratified to find 
such a tailor out here in the middle of the Wild 
West. The first thing Goldstein knew he was 
making two trips daily to the fair grounds. In the 
mornings he would take measurements, in the 
afternoon he would give fittings. “It was the fair 
that really got me started in St. Louis,” Goldstein 
says. He has been going strong ever since.

HE MAKES CLOTHES for some of St. Louis's 
wealthiest citizens, and is proud of the fact that 
he has made clothes for every Mayor of St. Louis 
since Rolla Wells, who was Mayor from 1901 to 
1909. Back in those days a man could get a good 
handmade suit for from $30 to $40—the same kind 
of suit for which Goldstein now gets $205 if it’s 
single-breasted and $210 if it’s double-breasted. 
In those days a tailor earned $8 for making a 
coat, a job which requires, at a minimum, four 
days. Now he gets $50 to $60 for the job. He was 
paid $1.50 for making a pair of trousers, for which 
he now receives from $16 to $20. 

In those days good wool cloth cost from $2.50 
to $4.50 a yard. Now it costs up to $14 a yard, 
for suitings. Overcoat material comes consider- 
ably higher. In fact, it goes as high as $120 a

Deodorizing Pills

Recent, carefully controlled experiments by two doctors 
in New York City on 45 persons show that tablets of specially 
prepared chlorophyllins (the water soluble fractions of chloro- 
phyll), reduce body odor 90 to 100 per cent. 
| These doctors used a special instrument, called the Fair- 
Wells metal osmoscope, for testing the odors. The actual 
readings were made on the armpit, since this is the part of 
body commonly associated with objectionable odor. 
* * * 

USING THIS INSTRUMENT which could sniff out the 
faintest odor and measure it, the doctors studied 25 industrial 
workers. Ten of these were women secretaries and 15 were 
men who were manual and semi-skilled workers. They con- 
tinued their usual hygienic habits except for ewitching to an 
unscented soap for washing and bathing and wearing clean 
underclothing during each testing period. 

They were given the 100 milligram tablets of specially- 
prepared chiorophyllins and odor measurements were made 
each day. After taking one tablet at night and another tablet 
after breakfast the following day for one day, the odor 
dropped almost one-third. On the third day, it had lessened 


tablets. On the sixth day, they measured the underarm odor 
of every member of each group and averaged the figures. 
The 11 persons who had continued to take the chlorophyllin 
tablets had an odor too faint to measure. 

However, the 14 who had been switched to sugar pills 
without knowing it had a 75 per cent return of the original

About the Title Mrs. 


ANSAS CITY: Please explain 
K how the “s” got on the ab- 

breviation “Mr.” to form the 
feminine married title “Mrs.” 
And is the common pronuncia- 
tion “MIZZ-riss” correct? I’m all 
at sea.—R. D. 

A. Strictly speaking, “Mrs.” is 
actually the abbreviation of the 
“mistress,” which is the 
feminine form of the word “mis- 
ter.” Originally, “mistress” was 
a courtesy title given any women, 
married or single, a usage that is 
still seen in the word schoolmis- 
tress, and in the title mistress as 
in employing servants or in own- 
ing a horse or dog. We also use 
mistress in denoting supremacy, 
as, England was once the mistress 
of the seas. 

It was once customary to ad- 
dress married women as mistress, 
but in this instance the pronunci- 
ation became gradually corrupted 
until at last it was “MISS-iz,” and 
the spelling was abbreviated to 
“Mrs.” In much the same way 
the title “Miss” evolved from the 
word mistress and came to mean 
an unmarried woman. 


It was once also customary to 
speak of one’s sweetheart as one’s 
mistress; but this meaning became 
degraded and at last came to 
mean a woman kept by a man for 
illicit relations; a paramour. 

Now the pronunciation “MIZZ- 
riss” for Mrs. is dialectal and il- 
literate. On the other hand, the 
pronunciation “mizz” occurs wide- 
ly among literate people, especial- 
ly in the Southern states. It now 
has dictionary sanction. 

Another oddity about the title 
Mrs. is that it has no plural form. 
One can pluralize Miss and speak 
of the Misses Jones and Brown. 
But in speaking of two or more 
married women (or widows) one 
must repeat the title thus: Mrs. 
White and Mrs. Black. But, it 
should be noted, the pronuncia- 
tion of Misses is MISS-ez, which 
is exactly the way that Mrs. is 
pronounced!

DO believe in strategic air

The object of this convention 
is to keep partner from making 
a fruitless slam try. Obviously, 
however, South did not know or 
play this convention—few players 
do—and so went out for the slam. 


A diamond lead by West would 
have made South's position hope- 
less, but West unwisely decided to 
open a trump. Declarer won in 
his own hand’and laid down the 
spade king, to provide a discard 
for his low diamond. West won 
and promptly made another er- 
ror! No doubt feeling that he 
might as well “give declarer what 
was his in any case,” West re- 
turned the spade jack. 


This gave declarer a precious 
entry to dummy, buf he wasted it! 
Intent on getting out the trumps, 
he cashed the heart queen, and 
only then did he try the club 
finesse. Its success was now of 
no value, because East's extreme 
length in clubs was good for a 
trick, no matter how South ma- 
neuvered.
